TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
OF  RIPON  &  PATELEY  BRIDGE 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Graham  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  District 
for  the  year  1956. 

The  Report  deals  also  with  the  work  of  your  Health  Department,  and  the  sections  on 
Sanitary  Circumstances,  Public  Cleansing,  Refuse  Collection,  Housing  and  Food 
Supervision  have  again  been  written  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  whom  I  con" 
tinue  to  be  indebted  for  much  valuable  help  and  advice. 

In  order  to  present  a  comprehensive  picture  of  the  health  services  in  your  District, 
the  report  also  contains  details  of  those  services  for  which  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  is  responsible. 

The  vital  statistics  have  generally  been  satisfactory.  There  was  some  scarlet 
fever  of  a  mild  type  during  the  year,  and  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Pateley 
Bridge  which  resulted  in  three  paralytic  cases.  We  must  hope  that  as  vaccination 
against  this  disease  becomes  possible  on  a  larger  scale,  the  tragic  consequences  of 
severe  paralysis  such  as  occasionally  occur  will  become  a  thing  of  the  past. 

There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  District  which  are  so  defective  that  the 
occupants  suffer  in  health.  The  build  ing  of  new  houses  in  many  parts  of  the  area 
is  dependent  upon  the  provision  of  those  elementary  necessities,  a  pure  water  supply 
and  adequate  sewage  disposal.  You  will  see  from  reading  the  appropriate  sections 
of  the  report  that  the  Council  is  still  faced  with  v?jry  big  problems  in  both  these 
respects. 

Owing  to  the  very  wet  summer  many  of  the  private  water  supplies  in  the  area 
became  polluted  with  drainage  from  the  surface  and  were  temporarily  unfit  to  drink. 

One  of  these  supplied  an  adult  college  belonging  to  the  County  Council  where  people 
take  residential  courses.  The  College  authorities  were  advised  to  boil  the  water 
as  an  emergency  measure  and  the  governors  were  recommended  to  instal  a  chlorinator 
plant  in  older  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  students  and  staff  from  any  further 
Incident  od  this  sort,  to  which  the  water  supply  is  obviously  liable.  The  Governors 
approved  a  scheme,  but  later,  in  response  to  representations  from  the  staff  of  the 
College  decided  not  to  proceed  with  it  unless  a  further  pollution  occurred.  This 
supply  therefore  still  remains  dangerous. 

I  am  obliged  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  kind¬ 
ness  and  help,  and  to  the  Clerk  and  other  officers  and  staff  for  their  cooperation.

After  decreasing  for  the  past  two  /ears,  the  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
956  of  Ik. 2  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year»s  rate  (13.3 k). 
he  national  rate  (provisional)  was  15.7. 

DEATHS 


The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.32  shows  an  increase  over  the  figure  of 
8.63  f  r  the  previous  year,  which  was  an  exceptionally  low  figure.  It  :s 
still  lower  then  the  national  race  of  11.7.

3.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  accommodation  at 
schools  for  medical  inspection  due  to  the  addition  of  "West 
Rid  1 n^"  classrooms  to  overcrowded  schools,  and  to  the 
passing  of  the  post  war  'bul^e'  in  the  lower  age  groups* 

It  is  much  better  for  all  concerned  when  the  inspection  can 
take  place  at  the  school  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Education  Act,  and  not  at  the  clinic,  as  we  have  had 
to  do  in  some  instances. 

A  full  programme  of  medical  inspection  and  of  general  and 
special  clinics  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.

The  Department  continues  to  advise  the  hospital  authorities  on  any 
socio  medical  reasons  for  admissions  to  the  Ripon  Maternity  Home. 
Generally,  the  policy  is  to  give  priority  to  mothers  having  their  first 
baby,  or  to  mothers  living  in  circumstances  which  would  be  unsatisfactory 
for  a  confinement.  Priority  is  also  given  to  cases  with  any  obstetric 
abnormality. _ 


b)  ANTii -NATAL  CLINICS. 

The  amjority  of  the  ante  natal  care  in  the  Division  is  given  by 
general  practitioners  to  their  patients.  The  Local  Health  Authority 
Clinic,  however,  still  has  a  useful  function  to  form  as  a  means  of  putting 
expectant  mothers  in  touch  with  the  various  social  services  which  they 
may  need,  and  of  supplying  an  education  in  healthy  motherhood  which  the 
general  practitioner  very  often  has  not  the  time  to  give.

(d)  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES 


The  three  fixed  centres  at  Ripon,  Summerbridge,  and 
Pateley  Bridge  have  continued  to  provide  throughout 
the  year  the  services  indicated  in  my  report  for  1955. 
In  addition,  welfare  centre  facilities  are  provided  by 
the  mobile  clinic  in  many  villages  where  it  would 
otherwise  be  impossible  to  provide  them.  The 
popularity  of  this  venture  is  reflected  in  the 
attendances  -  which  often  mean  a  long  walk  for  mothers 
with  their  babies  -  and  which  are  roughly  equal  in 
number  to  the  total  of  the  two  fixed  clinics  in  the 
rural  part  of  the  Division. 

There  has  been  a  slight  fall  in  total  attendances  at 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  compared  with  the  previous  year^

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(e)  DISTRIBUTION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 


Welfare  Foods  are  distributed  from  the  fixed  welfare 
centres  and  also  in  some  villages  by  a  band  of  enthusiastic 
volunteers  who  run  small  distribution  centres  in  their  homes. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  details  which  appear  below  that 
there  are  still  many  villages  where  these  facilities  are  not 
available.  The  work  entails  only  a  little  book  keeping,  and 
is  a  worth  while  social  service  for  interested  people. 

If  your  village  does  not  appear  on  the  list,  and  you  know 
anyone  you  think  would  undertake  this  work,  why  not  ask  them 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  Divisional  Health  Office?

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5.  MIDWIFERY 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  district  nurse  midwives 
doing  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  Division.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  fill  one  vacancy,  but  a  part  time  District  nurse 
midwife  is  employed  on  a  temporary  basis. 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  this  service 
properly  staffed  because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
housing  accommodation.  It  was  sug6ested  to  the  County  Council 
during  the  year  that  they  should  purchase  a  suitable  house  in 
Rlpon  for  the  accommodation  of  two  nurses,  but  the  authority 
would  not  agree.  With  further  retirements  not  very  far  off, 
the  position  is  likely  to  become  serious  unless  something  is 
done. 


The  screening  of  applications  for  admission  to  Ripon 
Maternity  Home  continued  during  the  year  and  almost  2/3  of 
the  confinements  took  place  either  there  or  in  other 
maternity  hospitals.

(b)  WHOOP  INC-  COUGH. 

Vaccination  against  whooping  cough  is  available  free  from  general 
practitioners  or  infant  welfare  centres  for  the  young  children  of 
parents  who  desire  it.  As  the  most  dangerous  period  for  this  dis¬ 
ease  is  in  the  first  year  of  life,  there  is  no  point  in  vaccinating 
children  over  the  age  of  four  years.  They  should  be  vaccinated  as 
early  as  possible  in  infancy*  normally  at  about  1*  to  6  months  old. 

Ill*  children  were  vaccinated  during  1956  under  the  scheme. 


(c)  DIPHTHERIA. 

Children  can  be  immunised  at  child  welfare  centres  or  at  periodic 
visits  to  the  schools.  General  practitioners  also  provide  this 
service.

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(d)  POLIOMYELITIS 


During  the  year  British  manufactured  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  became  available  in  restricted  quantity  to 
local  health  authorities,  and  parents  of  children 
born  between  19k7  and  195k  inclusive  were  invited  to 
register  them  for  vaccination  with  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  93k  children  (k82  boys  and  k52  girls) 
were  so  registered  in  this  Division,  and  86  of  these 
had  received  two  injections  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  policy  was  not  to  vaccinate  during  the  summermonths 
when  poliomyelitis  is  most  prevalent,  but  this  is 
being  reconsidered  at  the  time  of  writing.

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11.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  Harrogate  &  Ripon  After-Care  Committee  is  a  voluntary 
body  doing  valuable  after-care  work  which  does  not  fall  within 
the  scope  of  the  statutory  organisations.  It  receives  a  grant 
from  the  County  Council,  which  is  represented  on  the  Committee, 
and  deals  mainly  with  tuberculous  people. 

Extra  milk  is  supplied  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physicians. 
2U  patients  were  supplied  during  the  year,  and  19  of  these  were 
still  receiving  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  scheme  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  has  worked  well. 

There  has  been  satisfactory  liaison  with  the  paediatric  and 
maternity  departments  of  the  Ripon  Hospital  and  the  Harrogate 
General  Hospital. 

The  Chest  Physician  gave  B.C.G.  Vaccination  to  22  contacts  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is 
an  important  factor  in  preventing  the  infection  of  susceptible 
children  from  a  case  of  tuberculosis  in  their  family  circle.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


All  sewage  disposal  works  situated  within  your  area  are 
serviced  by  direct  labour  by  the  Council.  The  two  labour 
gangs  are  mobile,  each  using  a  Ford  Utility  vehicle  for 
transport  of  men  and  materials. 


Where  property  is  not  served  by  the  public  sewers,  septic 
tanks  and  cesspools  are  installed  by  the  owners  to  a 
specification  laid  down  by  your  Public  Health  Department, 
and  as  and  when  servicing  of  these  private  schemes  becomes 
necessary,  the  Council's  Cesspool  Emptying  Service  is 
available.  No  charge  is  made  for  servicing  domestic  premises. 


Regular  inspections  of  all  sewage  disposal  works  are 
carried  out  and  visits,  together  with  the  Rivers  Board  Inspector, 
serve  to  rectify  any  complaints  as  they  are  notified. 


The  following  Table  shows  the  location  of  your  sewage 
disposal  works,  both  public  and  "on  site",  and  the  villages 
served  by  them. 
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The  following  is  a  detailed  report  on  the  drainage 
and  sewerage  ol  the  parishes  in  your  area0 


ALDFIELD  A  sewer  runs  through  the  village  to  a 

small  sewage  disposal  works  consisting 
of  a  sedimentation  tank  and  filter 
which  is  adequate  for  the  present 
number  of  houses.  The  effluent  dis¬ 
charges  into  a  small  stream  in  Spa  Gill 
Wood  which  eventually  joins  the  River 
Skell. 


AZERLEY  The  hamlet  of  Azerley  comprises  only 

the  Chase  and  a  few  farms,  each  of  which 
has  an  adequate  drainage  system. 

There  is  a  sewer  in  the  village  of 
Galphay,  but  it  is  in  bad  condition,  and 
discharges  into  a  stream  at  the  entrance 
of  the  village  in  Galphay  Lane,  without 
treatment.  A  &heme  which  was  prepared 
in  1935  by  the  Engineers  to  the  Council 
has  been  brought  forward  and  approved 
and  the  acquisition  of  the  site  is  being 
negotiated.  There  is  no  proper  sewer 
in  the  village  of  Mickley.  Most  of  the 
house  drainage  delivers  into  septic 
tanks  and  cesspools.  At  the  west  end  of 
the  village  there  is  a  draiss  serving 
various  properties  and  discharging  into 
the  River  Ure.  As  in  the  case  of  Galphay, 
a  new  scheme  is  required  for  the  village, 
and  one  which  was  prepared  in  1935  has 
been  brought  forward  and  approved. 
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BEVERLEY 

The  village  is  sewered  and  discharges  into 
the  main  Pateley  Bridge  sewer.  The  sewage 
is  carried  and  treated  at  Glasshouses 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  remainder  of 
the  parish  is  scattered  and  no  public  sewer 
Is  available..  Treatment  in  this  area  is 
effected  by  septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 

There  is  no  public  sewer  in  the  parish  of 
Birstwlth  and  the  disposal  of  drainage  is 
effected  by  means  of  septic  tanks  and 
cesspools.  A  scheme  prepared  by  your 
Engineers  and  approved  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

BISHOP

This  village  is  sewered  throughout  and  has 
a  sprinkler  system  of  disposal  works  with 
the  effluent  discharging  to  a  stream  which 
eventually  joins  the  River  Ure.  There  has 
been  an  Increase  in  the  volume  of  the 
effluent  in  recent  years  and  the  works  are 
now  working  at  full  capacity.  Your 
Engineers  are  now  preparing  a  scheme  to 
deal  with  the  increased  effluent.

these  new  works  and  this  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Minister  for 
approval,,  The  Shaw  Mills  Leather 
Cloths  Co.  have  their  own  treatment 
plant  and  now  deal  with  all  trade 
effluent* 


BRIDGE  This  parish  consists  of  a  few  farms 

BjEWICK  and  farm  workers' cottages*  Some  of 

the  properties  join  the  Copt  Hewick 
sewer.  The  new  hquses  erected  by 
the  Cquncll  are  provided  with  a 
septic  tank  and  filter  which  gives 
adequate  treatment.  Your  Engineers 
are  now  preparing  a  small  sewage 
scheme  to  deal  with  the  remainder 
of  the  parish. 


The  drainage  of  the  Burnt  Yates  portion  of 
this  parish  is  collected  by  a  drain  which 
discharges  on  to  land  on  the  slope  towards 
Shaw  Mills.  The  village  requires  properly 
sewering,  and  providing  with  a  disposal 
works.  The  proposed  new  sewage  scheme  for 
Birstwith  allows  for  the  adjacent  area  of 
Clint  in  the  region  of  the  Station  Hotel 
to  be  Included  for  treatment.  The  houses 
erected  by  the  Council  at  Collin  Bank  are 
provided  with  a  septic  tank  and  filter  which 
gives  adequate  treatment.  A  new  "on  site" 
scheme  was  constructed  to  serve  the  new 
Council  houses  on  the  Broomfield  Estate. 


1ERH0LME 


The  most  populous  portion  of  this 
parish  is  in  the  Lark  Hill  area  near  to 
the  City  of  Ripon  boundary.  It  is  served 
by  a  very  good  sewer  laid  during  the 
19l4"l8  war  and  taken  over  from  the  War 
Department.  The  disposal  is  by  two  small 
sedimentation  tanks  from  which  the  effluent 
runs  on  to  land  areas  and  thence  tb  the 
banks  of  the  River  Laver.  It  is  not  a  very 
efficient  disposal  works.  The  tanks  were, 
originally,  part  of  a  fish  hatchery  and 
were  converted  to  sedimentation  tanks,  and 
the  land  areas  are  of  insufficient  siae.

of  Bridge  Hewick,  A  new  sewer  and  a  disposal  works 
is  required  for  this  village,,  A  scheme  was  prepared 
at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  war  but  was  not 
proceeded  with,.  The  Council's  Engineer  has  prepared 
a  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  in  this  arse.,,  in 
conduction  with  a  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Sharow, 

The  village  is  sewered  along  with  a  portion  of  the 
parish  of  Hartwith  to  a  sewage  disposal  works  in 
Dacre,  The  works  comprise  sedementation  tanks  and 
sprinklers,,  The  size  of  the  woiks  is  such  that  they 
are  only  just  capable  of  dealing  with  the  amount  of 
sewage  received  even  when  maintained  at  the  greatest 
possible  efficiency,,  The  portion  known  as  Dacre 
Village  is  not  sewered,,  A  scheme  for  the  enlargement 
of  these  works  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council's 
Engineer,,  and  for  this  purpose  a  flow  recording  of 
the  effluent  has  been  taken. 


EAVESTQNE  This  parish  is  composed  mainly  of  agricultural 

holdings.  It  is  very  scattered  and  has  no  public 
sewer. 


FOUNTAINS  The  village  of  Lofthouse  is  the  most  populous  part 
EARTH  of  the  parish.  It  is  a  compact  village  on  the  side 
and  at  the  foot  of  the  hill.  It  is  sewered  and  has 
a  small  disposal  works  with  a  sprinkler  filter  which 
is  just  capable  of  dealing  with  the  present  drainage,, 
and  treatment  has  proved  satisfactory.

The  village  of  Grewelthorpe  is  sewered  throughout  and 
has  two  disposal  works,  the  larger  being  at  the  south 
end  of  the  village.  The  works  comprise  sedimentation 
tanks  and  land  treatment  and  have  been  in  operation 
for  many  years.  Owing  to  the  increased  volume  of 
sewage,  the  land  is  becoming  sick  and  your  Engineers 
have  prepared  a  scheme  for  conversion  to  mechanical 
filtration. 

The  most  populous  parts  of  the  parish  are  Low  Lalthe 
and  Summerbridge.  They  are  sewered  and  discharge  at 
Dacre  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  town  of  Pateley  Bridge  is  sewered  and,  together 
with  the  sewage  of  Bewerley  and  Glasshouses,  treat¬ 
ment  is  given  at  a  new  disposal  works  on  the  banks  of 
the  River  Nidd,  below  Glasshouses. 

The  small  village  of  Wath,  above  Pateley  Bridge,  is 
drained  and  sewered  to  a  sewage  disposal  works,  constructed 
in  1936,  with  sprinkler  filters. 

The  village  is  sewered  throughout  and  the  sewage  is 
treated  by  sedimentation  and  land  filtration  in  a  works 
about  a  mile  from  the  village  on  land  near  Kex  Beck. 

These  have  been  in  operation  for  many  years  and,  owing 
to  the  increased  volume  of  sewage,  the  land  is 
becoming  sick,  and  your  Engineers  have  prepared  a 
scheme  for  conversion  to  mechanical  filtration.

The  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  river  Skell.  A  scheme  fer  the 
disposal  of  sewage  from  the  village  of-Stucliey 
Roger  is  under  consideration. 

There  is  no  public  sewer  for  any  part  of  Li ttlethorpe. 
Most  of  the  houses  are  drained  to  septic,  tanks,  the 
effluent  going  either  to  the  land,  to  St.  Helen's 
Gutter  or  the  Canal.  Li ttlethorpe  is  a  large  scattered 
parish  and  is  divided  by  the  Ripon-Harrogate  road.  The 
village  lies  to  the  east  of  this  road;  to  the  west  there 
are  only  farms. 

An  "on  site"  scheme  has  been  provided  for  the  new 
council  houses  at  South  View.  This  has  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory  toecause  of  the  nature  of  the  subsoil 
and  your  Engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme  to  lay  a  new 
sewer  to  join  the  Ripon  City  sewer,  which  has  now  been 
submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

This  parish  comprises  the  Hall  and  several  agricultural 
cottages.  It  has  its  own  private  drainage  system  which 
is  satisfactory. 
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MARKINGTON 

WITH 

WALLERTHWAITE. 

A  sewer  runs  through  the  village  of  Markington 
and  terminates  in  a  disposal  works  on  the  banks 
of  the  stream  below  Ingerthorpe.  Disposal  is 
by  means  of  sedimentation  and  land  filtration. 

There  is  no  sewer  to  take  the  drainage  of  the 
hamlet  of  Ingerthorpe  and  this  hamlet  is  now 
supplied  with  pressure  water  from  the  new 

Markington  supply,  A  sewer  would  be  a  great 
advantage.  There  is  a  sewer  and  a  small  dis° 
posal  works  which  serves  the  houses  on  the  south 
side  of  Dove  Bank.  The  properties  comprising 
the  Rose  and  Crown  Hotel,  the  Stationmaster's 

House,  Railway  Station  and  about  another  dozen 
buildings  depend  upon  cesspools  for  disposal  of 
their  drainage.  This  is  unsatisfactory  and  a 
small  sewage  disposal  works  is  desirable.  The 
Markington  works,  by  reason  of  the  increased  volume 
of  sewage,  now  requires  modernisation  and  a  scheme 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Council's  Engineers. 

MENWITH-WITH 

DARLEY 

This  is  a  long  strafagling  parish.  The  village 
has  no  public  sewer.  The  provision  of  sewers  and 
disposal  works  is  necessary  as,  undoubtedly,  much 
of  the  drainage  of  the  village  finds  its  way  into 
the  stream  of  the  River  Nidd.  A  small  "on  site" 
scheme  has  been  provided  for  the  Council  houses 
of  Tranmer  Croft  and  Low  Green.

MULWITH 

This  parish  comprises  Newby  Hall  and  adjacent 
farms.  It  has  its  own  sewage  disposal  system.

There  is  an  old  sewer  running  through  this  village 
which  was,  evidently p  laid  to  take  house  drainage. 

It  is  in  part  unjolnted  and  laid  in  or  above  an 
old  Roman  drain.,  It  terminates  in  a  tank  Dut, 
owing  to  the  amount  of  top  water  taken  by  the  sewer, 
it  is  often  washed  out  in  winter  time.  Your 

Engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme  to  provide  a  new 
sewage  disposal  works  and  this  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

NUNWICK“GUUr 
HOWGRAVE  - 

This  is  an  agricultural  parish  with  no  village  and 
consists  of  only  a  few  farms.  It  is  not  sewered. 

The  new  houses  erected  by  the  Council  are  provided 
with  a  septic  tank  and  filter  which  give  efficient 
treatment. 

SAWLEY 

There  is  no  , proper  sewer  in  the  village  of  Sawley, 

A  system  of  very  old  drains  running  into  tanks  and 
thence  to  the  stream  comprises  the  drainage  of  the 
village.  In  some  parts,  the  drains  open  into  ditches 
and  run  open  through  the  fields  back  Into  the  drains 
again.  The  village  requires  a  sewer  and  sewage  disposal 
works  and  a  scheme,  which  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Councils  Engineer,  has  been  approved. 

SHAROW 

The  sewer  at  Sharow  is  a  very  old  one.  There  were 
no  inspection  chambers  on  the  length  down  the  village 
street  until  some  years  ago  when  it  was  opened  at  the 
bottom  of  the  village  and  a  chamber  constructed  where 
the  overflow  from  one  of  the  village  water  supplies 
discharges  into  it.  It  flows  through  a  small  catch  pit 
and  thence  into  the  river  Ure.  The  Council °s  Engineer 
has  prepared  a  scheme  to  discharge  the  sewage  from 
this  parish  into  the  Ripon  Corporation  sewer. 
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SKELDING 

This  is  an  agricultural  pa.  (iJn  where  each  property 
deals  with  its  own  drainage,. 

SKELTON 

There  is  a  sewer  throughout  the  village  of  Skelton 
which  discharges  into  a  disposal  works  consisting 
of  a  sedimentation  tank  and  land  areas.  These  areas 
have  a  clay  sub-soil  and  do  not  allow  of  a  great 
deal  of  filtration.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into 
a  gutter  which  joins  the  River  Ure,  The  Council's 
Engineer  has  prepared  a  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
new  sewage  disposal  works.

The  new 
council  houses  at  Pine  Croft  are  provided  with 
a  septic  tank  and  filter  which  give  efficient 
treatment. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


There  has  been  no  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the 
area  from  any  of  the  Council’  sewage  disposal  works. 


WATER 


Fifteen  parishes  are  served  with  water  direct  from  the  trunk  mains 
traversing  the  area,  belonging  to  Ripon  and  Leeds  Con  orations.  There 
are  also  many  individual  connections  to  the  trunk  mains  of  Leeds, 
Bradford  and  Harrogate  Corporations,  of  properties  in  the  outlying  areas. 
The  Council  is  responsible  for  sup. lying  fourteen  parishes  from  their 
own  water  installations.  Three  parishes  are  served  by  privately  owned 
water  supplies. 

A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  in  bringing  to  fruition  the 
proposed  Regional  Water  Scheme.  In  December,  1956,  the  Council  had 
received  tenders  for  laying  the  first  portion  of  the  Scheme  from  Eagle 
Level  to  Low  Lai  the,  there  joining  up  with  the  Summerbridge  and  Dacre 
supply  laid  in  1954/5. 

In  November,  1956,  a  connection  of  the  existing  Dacre  and  Darley 
water  mains  was  effected  at  Millhirst  Lane,  and  the  village  of  Darley 
now  enjoys  the  benefits  of  the  borehole  supply  in  Hartwith  Bank  Wood. 

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year,  and  all  sources 
of  supply  utilised  by  the  Council  have  been  satisfactory  during  the 
year  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Tns  installation  of  new  water  mains,  pumps  and  chlorinators  has 
increased  the  work  of  the  Department  considerably,  and  a  great  deal 
of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  proposed  future  scheme,  in  consultations 
with  and  assisting  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  your  Engineers.

This  parish  in  that  portion  adjoining  High  and 
Low  Bishopside  has  a  good  piped  water  supply 
from  the  Eagle  Hall  reservoir.  There  are  1+2 
houses  with  water  piped  in  and  none  served  by 
standpipes. 

The  water  to  the  village  of  Birstwith  is 
principally  supplied  privately  from  the  Swar- 
cliffe  Estate,  A  3"  main  laid  almost  to  the 
south-eastern  boundary  of  the  parish  has  a 
connection  to  the  Swarcliffe  pipe.

PAIL  CLOSET  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


This  service  now  collects  pails  each  week  from 
closets  serving  properties  in  your  area.  One  vehicle 
Ho.  1  is  wholly  employed  and  vehicle  No.  2  is  partly 
employed  (two  days  in  each  week)  on  the  collection  of 
pail  closets.  The  introduction  of  this  service  has 
proved  to  be  of  inestimable  value  to  those  properties 
in  the  area  which  are  unable  to  take  advantage  of 
the  existing  sewage  installations. 


The  following  is  a  list  of  the  areas  and  numbers 
of  properties  served:- 
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CESSPOOL  AND  SEPTIC  TANK  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


The  above  service  is  available  for  all  cesspool  and  septic  tanks 
in  the  area,  on  demand,  having  regard  to  the  actual  working  conditions 
of  each  tank.  Three  days  each  week  are  allocated  to  this  service, 
which  is  carried  out  by  Tanker  Vehicle  No. 2. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  which,  by'  reason  of  their  situation  and 
lack  of  means  of  disposal  of  the  effluent  are  serviced  on  a  rota  basis. 
The  remaining  septic  tanks  of  sound  construction  are  only  emptied  when 
their  functions  are  falling  because  of  heavy  sludge  deposit. 

The  Rural  Districts  of  Wath  and  Leybum  have  requested  and  received 
the  use  of  this  cleansing  service  for  certain  sewage  disposal  works  in 
their  respective  areas,  and  certain  private  properties  outside  your 
area  have  taken  advantage  of  the  service  on  a  repayment  basis. 

Farm  tanks  and  industrial  plant  are  also  emptied  on  demand,  in 
accordance  with  the  charges  fixed  by  the  Council,  and  during  the  year 
the  sum  of  £130.3s.6d.  was  received  from  work  carried  out  at  such 
premises. 

The  tanker  vehicles  have  also  proved  their  usefulness  in  servicing 
your  "on  site"  sewage  disposal  works,  and  assisting  with  major 
blockages  on  sewers  and  drains. 

The  service  in  general  has  worked  extremely  well,  and  satisfaction 
has  been  expressed  to  your  Department  by  neighbouring  Local  Authorities 
and  property  owners  within  your  District,  who  cannot  be  served  by  the 
public  sewers.

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SHOPS 


Seventy-two  premises  in  the  area  are  registered  under  the  Shops 
Act.  These  are  made  up  of  village  stores  and  post  offices  in 
the  more  thinly  populated  portions  of  the  area,  with  a  more 
specialised  type  of  shop  in  the  town  of  Pateley  Bridge. 

Follov.ing  the  amendments  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  affecting 
shops,  food  vans  and  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  a  schedule 
of  the  new  conditions  of  cleanliness,  provision  of  water  supply, 
and  covering  of  uncooked  food*i  etc.,  was  circulated  to  all  persons 
concerned.  There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  conditions 
as  a  result  of  this  and  it  is  evident  tha.t  the  general  public 
and  shop-keepers  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  the  production 
of  clean  and  wholesome  foodstuffs. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  nuisance  arising  from  smoke 
emission  and  warnings  were  issued  to  the  persons  concerned. 
Generally  speaking,  however,  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint 
from  smoke  emissions,  as  all  factories,  etc.,  are  very  conscious 
that  Inefficient  stoking  pollutes  the  atmosphere.

The  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  premises  in  your  area,  by 
direct  labour,  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nearly  four  years  and 
has  given  a  satisfactory  service  to  the  6reater  portion  of  the  area„ 


GENERAL  OUTLINE 


The  collection  is  carried  out  by  your  two  Dennis  10  cubic  yard 
refuse  vehicles,  each  operated  by  a  driver/loader  and  a  loader,, 

The  vehicles  operate  in  their  own  specific  areas,  details  of 
which  follow,  ranging  as  near  as  possible  to  the  various  tips  which 
receive  all  collected  refuse,. 

Premises  are  normally  served  once  per  fortnight,  but  in  some  of  the 
more  scattered  parts,  once  monthly  serves  to  collect  refuse  from 
premises  where  ashes  are  used  for  other  purposes,,  Arrangements  are 
madewith  individual  householders  in  their  areas  to  accommodate  their 
needs . 

In  addition  to  the  two  large  vehicles  we  also  utilise  the  Fordson 
10  cwt.  vehicle  to  maintain  a  regular  fortnightly  collection  from  the 
villages  of  Stean  and  High  Shaw  Mills,  This  is  necessary  because  the 
large  vehicles  are  not  able,  because  of  the  roads  and  bridges,  to  get  to 
the  houses  in  these  areas.

SECTION  D 


HOUSING 


The  year  1956  has  seen  the  commencement  of  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  and  progress  has  already  been  made  towards  dealing  with  some  of 
the  sub-standard  dwell ingho uses  a.,  earmarked  in  the  phased  programme  of 
the  housing  survey  formulated. 

Properties  already  included  in  clearance  areas  number  63,  together 
with  12  individual  dwell inghouses  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
making  a  total  of  75.  Parishes  where  Clearance  Areas  have  been 
represented  include:^  Lofthousa,  High,  and  Lew  Bishopside,  Skelton-on-Ure, 
(3  areas),  and  North  Stainiey  (2  areas'*.  With  the  possibility  of 
prospective  housing  sites  in  Pauley  Bridge  and  Bewerley  being  available 
in  the  near  future,  this  most  congested  area  of  the  District  will  be  dealt 
with  prior  to  the  building  of  new  houses  for  Slum  Clearance. 

When  alternative  accommodation  is  being  arranged,  especially  with  regal'd 
to  types  of  house,  it  will  b.i  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  a 
number  of  old  people  are  new  living  in  the  dwell i nghous es  which  will  nave 
to  be  dealt  with. 

Schemes  of  sewage  disposal  and  water  supply  undoubtedly  have  a  very 
great  bearing  on  the  housing  y~o'ol ems  of  the  District  as  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  go  ahead  with  housing  schemes  in  many  pai  ishes  until  these 
two  amenities  exist.  However,  '.he  housing  demand  position  will  be 
periodically  reviewed  and  r.ept  up  to  date  in  readiness  for  the  time  when 
all  services  are  availabl  e 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  advantage  is  still  being  taken  of 
Improvement  Grants  for  the  renovation  of  properties  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Acts  as,  in  this  way,  many  dwellings  which  would  have,  no 
doubt,  soon  become  incapable  o"  reconditioning  have  been  saved.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 

There  are  sixty  five  retailers  registered  as  supplying  milk  in 
the  area.  All  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and  the  standard 
of  handling  and  supply  of  retail  milk  is  satisfactory.  Two 
wholesale  dairies  in  the  area  are  registered  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk  and  regular  inspections  are  carried  out  of  these  premises. 
During  the  past  year  these  dairies  have  again  produced  cheese  and 
butter  for  local  consumption. 

Milk  is  also  delivered  to  the  area  from  premises  registered  with 
adjacent  Local  Authorities. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  are  eight  butchers  within  the  area  slaughtering  at 
five  licenced  slaughter  houses.  These  premises  were 
brought  up  to  date  in  195^  and  have  continued  to  be  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  animals  slaughtered  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  quality  of  meat 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  has  been  of  a  very  high 
standard.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year.

There  has  once  more  been  an  Increase  in  incidence; 

30  cases  compared  with  20  in  1955,  giving  an  attack 
rate  of  2.0  per  1,000  population.  The-disease  has 
continued  to  be  mild  in  type. 

There  were  11  notifications  compared  with  69  the 
previous  year,  giving  a  rate  of  0.74  per  1,000 
population.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this 
disease. 

Three  paralytic  cases  occurred  in  Patgley  Bridge 
at  the  end  of  September.  One  is  still  having 
remedial  treatment.  (May  1957).  Intensive 
investigation  failed  to  reveal  the  source  of 
infection  of  the  first  case.  The  other  two  had 
family  contact  with  it  through  a  children's  party. 

20  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  9  were  over  65  years 
of  age.  The  preponderance  of  cases  in  the 
Nidderdale  part  of  the  district  has  continued  to  be 
noticeable. 

Seven  new  pulmonary  cases  were  notified  during  1956, 
giving  a  notification  rate  of  0.47  per  1,000 
population,  the  same  rate  as  the  previous  year. 

Two  non-pul mo nary  cases  were  also  notified.  There 
was  one  death  from  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease. 

With  modern  methods  of  treatment  the  outlook  in  this 
disease  has  changed  very  much  in  the  last  few  years. 

Early  cases  can  now  be  cured  with  comparative  ease, 
and  in  many  others  life  can  be  prolonged  and 
infectivity  to  others  reduced. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  with  close  co-operation 
between  housing  authorities,  doctors,  and  the  health 
departments,  with  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  mass  radio¬ 
graphy,  we  have  now  reached  the  stage  when  it  is  possible 
to  make  a  final  attack  on  tuberculosis. 
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Non“pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  due  to  drinking  tubercle  bacilli 
in  milk,  and  is  therefore  a  preventable  disease. 


With  the  increase  in  pasteurisation  and  tuberculin  testing  of 
cattle  it  has  been  drastically  reduced,  but  In  this  district 
we  still  year  by  year  have  small  numbers  of  children  lnrectea# 


This  will  continue  until  n  thing  but  pasteurised  milk  is 
consumed.
